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F. Maekawa (1972) separated the genus Heterotropa from the genus Asarum 
(s. str.) by the characters as follows: 1) The calyx-tube has a ring on the 
throat, 2) The basic chromosome number is X=12, 3) The distribution of this 
group is limited in eastern Asia. Sugawara (1981) supported the generic differ¬ 
ence between these two genera based on cytological evidence. I adopt here F. 
Maekawa’s concept for the genus Heterotropa and propose new combinations 
of five species which have been described under the name of Asarum.
